Reach Accord 


The possibility of an •adjournment 
this week end came with startling 
suddenness after Republican lead- 
ers of the Senate reached an accord 
with the president on the labor con- 
ciliation - measure; TKe^agreement 
removed the last obstable to send- 
ing congress home. 


Both house and senate faced a 


long legislative day. 
The senate 


must pass both the measures. The 
house, which previously enacted the 
housing bill, must approve the con- 
ciliation measure. Both must give 
final approval to a conference re- 
port on the $1,650,000,000 deficiency 
appropriation 
bill, which 
carries 


huge sums for unemployment and 
drought relief. Minor bills probably 
will be slipped through in the clos- 
ing hours.

1—Try to influence Chancellor 


Engelbert DoUfuss, of Austria, to 
lift the .bah against the Nazi party 
in Austria. 


2—Try to find a way to Induce 


Dollfuss to admit a certain amount 
of Nazi representation in Austrian 
governmental affairs. 


3—He will Increase his efforts to 


make France admit German claims 
and thus ally the German return 
to the league. 
This is a very large program and 


there are still some important "Ifs" 
before Its success Is assured. 


The official Italo-German state-, 


inent emphasizes that' no formal 
agreement has been reached and 
no formal obligations assumed. This 
is because the whole scheme de- 
pends not only upon each of the 
dictators keeping the bargain, but 
also upon Mussolini's ability to in- 
fluence Dollfuss. 


Dollfus Is Key 


Mussolini has more power over 


Dollfuss than perhaps any " other 
head of a.country.has over the head 
of any other country. For Dollfuss 
has persisted -in power, despite Hit- 
ler's onslaught, chiefly because of 
Mussolini's 
support. . Nevertheless 


Mussolini cannot act Independently 
for Austria. He must now obtain 
the consent of Dollfuss to Hitler's 
and Mussolini's scheme. 


Although it appears Mussolini has 


become confident that Hitler will 
keep his- word. It is not certain 
that Dolifuss will be equally confi- 
dent. For this reason the Italian 
government specifically denied that 
an "agreement" had been reached. • 


The whole success of the scheme, 


if It is Initiated, depends upon how 
the Nazis in Austria behave 1C they 
are legalized, especially if they are 
given a part in the government.' Up 
until now both Dollfuss and Mus- 
solini have feared the Austrian 
Nazis would behave exactly as the 
German Nazis did. They feared that 
if the Nazis once again were given 
a foothold in the Austrian govern- 
ment they would turn loose storm 
troops and, in a reich of terror, run 
other parties out, seize absolute 
power and united 
Austria 
with 


Germany. 


Hitler promised not to do this. 


Before their meeting here Mussol- 
ini would not believe Hitler. To- 
day he appeared to be persuaded 
of the German leaders' sincerity. 


Unless Hitler keeps his word to 


Mussolini the scheme means that 
Mussolini is taking a big chance. 
Once the Nazis were allowed to par- 
take of power in Austria, it would 
be most difficult If not impossible 
to oust them, no matter how they 
behaved. 


Dollfuss is keenly aware of this 


consideration. 
He has never met 


Hitler. It is now conceivable that 
the next surprise Hitler will pull out 
of his bag would be a meeting with 
Dollfuss. 


Mussolini, on the other hand, 


wants now to meet Louis Barthou, 
French foreign minister. 


Meanwhile, Hitler has put an- 


other patch over one of the holes 
he made in this continent's peace.

Convention Adjourns 


The convention, after having been

The "rank and file" element In 


the amalgamated which has been 
pressing for aggressive action failed 
to influence the convention which 
was won over by the logic of the 
appeal of Green who told the Un- 
ion leaders that "logic must sup- 
plant feeling" and labor must meet 
the issue "with an Issue."

board's direction 
and supervision 


and the representatives selected by a 
majority of the employes to be rec- 
ognized i as the organization of the 
workers for the purpose of collective 
bargaining." 


President Tighe seemed pleased at 


the acceptance of the Green pro- 
posal,. Green came to th^ conven- 
tion at the invitation of Tighe who 
has openly declared 
that 
he is 


strongly in favor of "conciliation." 
The amalgamated association which 
Tighe heads, is affiliated with the 
American federation of labor. 


To Time For Strike 


The belief prevails that cool head- 


ed union leaders realized that the 
time was not propltuous for a 
strike. It has been rumored that the 
steel operators would have welcomed 
a strike at this time. Figuring that 
under present conditions they, would 
be in a strong position to administer 
a smashing defeat to union labor. 


Before returning to Washington 


Green disclosed that he had read 
his program over the telephone to 
Frances Perkins, secretary of labor.

gress, through conferences of lead- 
ers, reject legislative proposals of 
the president.

Astor-Gillespie feud, which has 
been rocking society since Eileen 
Gillespie broke her engagement 
to John Jacob Astor 3rd, flared 
up again today when Mrs. Law­ 
rence Lewis Gillespie, socially 
prominent mother of the pretty 
debutante, 
made 
public 
the 
young millionaire's famous “let­ 
ter of apology” which preceded 
return to him of the $100,000 
diamond ring he gave Eileen at 
the time of the engagement. 
Irked by Astor’s denial that he 
made the apology, which was de­ 
manded by the Gillespies in ex­ 
change for return of the ring, Mrs. 
Gillespie revealed the text of the 
letter to International News Service. 
At the same time she issued a brief 
statem ent indicating th at as far as 
the Gillespies are concerned, the 
m atter is closed. 
Mrs. Gillespie’s statem ent and the 
text of Astor’s letter to Eileen fol­ 
lows: 
“In reported interviews to the 
press, Mr. John Jacob Astor 
seems to cast some doubt on the 
quality of his apology. The let­ 
ter of apology is as follows: 
‘June 11, 1934. 
‘Dear Miss Gillespie: 
I willingly withdraw anything I 
may have said to you in the cor­ 
ridor of the Savoy Plaza hotel 
on Sunday, January 21, 1934, 
which m:iy have hurt you and 
I apologize. 
I assure you that if I have oc­ 
casion to speak or write of you 
to your family it will be only 
with respect, for as you know, 
I have always held you in the 
highest esteem. 
Sincerely, 
J. J. ASTOR.’ 
“It is not desired th at any 
further discussion on this sub­ 
ject shall ensue.” 
In revealing the text of the apol­ 
ogy, Mrs. Gillespie reversed her 
stand for the second time in as many 
days. 
She preciously had declared 
she “didn’t see how any benefit 
could be derived” from making the 
letter public.

ner’s inquest within arm ’s reach of 
Sanders and Leah’s m other sobbed 
bitterly. 
“Too Late Now.” 
After the inquest, police said, San­ 
ders remarked: 
“I had thought my bad breaks 
were over, but it looks as though 
they had started again. My time is 
probably up. 
“I ’ve often read of persons being 
in fixes like this but I never thought 
I ’d find myself in one. I should not 
have done it—but it’s too late now.” 
His arrest and alleged confession 
followed investigation of a blanket 
stolen from the home of Mrs. George 
Gregg which he fumigated on the 
day Leah disappeared.

Thomas, Sanders collapsed and then 
in a voice mingled with emotion and 
strain, m uttered the admission, po­ 
lice said. 
Sanders was accused of taking the 
blanket from the home of Mrs. 
George Gregg, which is directly 
across the street from the Dilley 
residence. 
While being questioned 
by Detective William Thomas, he 
collapsed and allegedly blurted out 
the confession. 
Fumigated Home. 
He told police he fumigated the 
Gregg home early Sunday, the day 
the child disappeared, and upon 
leavnig forgot to lock the front 
door. 
Later he returned and, ac 
cording to his alleged confession 
found the child dead from poisoning 
in the front room. 
Panic-stricken 
and fearing that he would be arrest 
ed for criminal negligence if he re 
ported the death, police said he 
wrapped the body in a blanket and 
took it to his home. That night he 
placed it in his automobile with some 
rubbish and drove with his three 
children to a field five miles from 
Sharon. 
“I placed the body on the brush 
and lit the brush,” Thomas quoted 
Sanders as saying. 
Children With Father. 
Testimony at the coroner’s inquest 
showed that his three children, Rob­ 
ert, Phillip, 11, and Joan, 8, accom­ 
panied their father to the field. Un­ 
aware th a t the blaze was turning a 
body into ashes, the children laugh­ 
ed, sang and toasted marshmallows 
For nearly two weeks Sanders lived 
in fear of being discovered, he said, 
but he even became a member of an 
emergency committee from the Am­ 
erican Legion to help in the search 
for the missing girl.

AGREE ON PROGRAM TO 
KEEP EUROPEAN PEACE

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the first meeting between the bosses 
of Germany and Italy. It is a credit 
large enough to Justify the expec­ 
tation the world had harbored that 
this meeting would be one of the 
most momentous since the Hitler 
revolution upset Europe’s balance. 
Hitler, however, flew back with 
an ironclad accomplishment on his 
books. 
He had done something to 
restore another bit of that European 
stability which he had himself de­ 
stroyed. 
Arms Of Dictators 
The contents of the Hitler-Mus- 
solini 
understanding 
are 
almost 
identical with International News 
Service’s exclusive outline of the 
aims the dictators would strive for 
1—Hitler will call off the cam­ 
paign of terror in Austria. 
2—He will lift the prohibition 
against Germans traveling to Aus­ 
tria. 
3—He will respect the independ­ 
ence of Austria and not attem pt to 
bring her into the Reich. 
4—Germany will return to the 


disarmament conference and the 
League of Nations with her de­ 
mands for equality recognized. 
But Hitler will do these things 
only if Mussolini is able to carry out 
his side of the bargain. 
Mussolini 
has indicated he will attem pt the 
following: 
Mussolini's Obligation 
1—'Try 
to 
influence Chancellor 
Engelbert Dollfuss, of Austria, to 
lift the ban against the Nazi party 
in Austria. 
2—Try to find a way to induce 
Dollfuss to admit a certain amount 
of Nazi representation in Austrian 
governmental affairs. 
3—He will increase his efforts to 
make France admit German claims 
and thus ally the German return 
to the league. 
This is a very large program and 
there are still some im portant “ifs” 
before its success is assured. 
The official Italo-Germ an state­ 
m ent emphasizes th at no formal 
agreement has been reached and 
no formal obligations assumed. This 
is because the whole scheme de­ 
pends not only upon each of the 
dictators keeping the bargain, but 
also upon Mussolini’s ability to in ­ 
fluence Dollfuss. 
Dollfus Is Key 
Mussolini has more power over 
Dollfuss than perhaps any other 
head of a country has over the head 
of any other country. For Dollfuss 
has persisted in power, despite H it­ 
ler’s onslaught, chiefly because of 
Mussolini’s 
support. 
Nevertheless 
Mussolini cannot act independently 
fpr Austria. 
He must now obtain 
the consent of Dollfuss to Hitler’s 
and Mussolini’s scheme. 
Although It appears Mussolini has 
become confident th at Hitler 
will 
keep his word. 
It is not certain 
that Dollfuss will be equally confi­ 
dent. 
For this reason the Italian 
government specifically denied that 
an “agreement” had been reached. 
The whole success of the scheme, 
if it is initiated, depends upon how 
the Nazis in Austria behave if they 
are legalized, especially if they are 
given a part in the government. Up 
until now both Dollfuss and Mus­ 
solini have feared the Austrian 
Nazis would behave exactly as the 
German Nazis did. They feared that 
if the Nazis once again were given 
a foothold in the Austrian govern­ 
ment they would turn loose storm 
troops and, in a reich of terror, run 
other parties out. 
seize 
absolute 
power and united 
Austria 
with 
Germany. 
Hitler promised not to do this. 
Before their meeting here Mussol­ 
ini would not believe Hitler. 
To­ 
day he appeared to be persuaded 
of the German leaders’ sincerity. 
Unless Hitler keeps his word to 
Mussolini the scheme means that 
Mussolini is taking a big chance. 
Once the Nazis were allowed to par­ 
take of power in Austria, it would 
je most difficult if not impossible 
no oust them, no m atter how they 
behaved. 
Dollfuss is keenly aware of this 
consideration. 
He has never met 
Hitler. 
It is now conceivable that 
uhe next surprise Hitler will pull out 
of his bag would be a meeting with 
Dollfuss. 
Mussolini, on the other hand, 
wants now to meet Louis Barthou, 
French foreign minister. 
Meanwhile, Hitler has put an­ 
other patch over one of the holes 
he made in this continent’s peace.

Green’s proposal, made in a dra­

pointed by President Roosevelt to 
handle all controversial labor ques­ 
tions arising within the steel in­ 
dustry. The Green plan would in­ 
sure the right of steel workers to or­ 
ganize freely for the purpose of col­ 
lective bargaining. 
All grievances 
would be referred to the board for 
final decision.

Convention Adjourns 
The convention, after having been 
in session for two days, adjourned 
at 11 o’clock last night. President 
Tighe refused to make known the 
division of the vote on the Green 
proposal. He said, however, th at the 
negative vote was “so small it was 
just a murmur.” 
The “rank and file” element In 
the amalgamated which has been 
pressing for aggressive action failed 
to influence the convention which 
was won over by the logic of the 
appeal of Green who told the Un­ 
ion leaders th at “logic must sup­ 
plant feeling” and labor must meet 
the issue “with an issue.” 
Green boldly declared, that 
as 
president of the American Federa­ 
tion of Labor, representing 5,000,000 
organized 
American workers, 
he 
urged and “insisted” th at they act 
favorably upon his proposal. His 
“insistence” was tantam ount to an 
ultimatum. 
President Tighe 
explained 
that 
two slight changes were made \in 
Green’s proposal by the convention. 
One change called for “immediate” 
hearing and determination of dis­ 
charge or discrimination against any 
employe in violation of section 7-A 
of the national industrial recovery 
act. 
Changes Made 
The other change substituted the 
word “organizations” for “represent­ 
atives” in a section of the 
plan 
which provided that the board ap­ 
pointed 
by 
President 
Roosevelt, 
“shall be clothed with authority to 
order and hold elections under the 
board’s direction 
and 
supervision 
and the representatives selected by a 
majority of the employes to be rec­ 
ognized as the organization of the 
workers for the purpose of collective 
bargaining.” 
President Tighe seemed pleased at 
the acceptance of the Green pro­ 
posal,. Green came to th? conven­ 
tion at the invitation of Tighe who 
has openly declared 
that 
he is 
strongly in favor of “conciliation.” 
The amalgamated association which 
Tighe heads, is affiliated with the 
American federation of labor. 
To Time For Strike 
The belief prevails that cool head­ 
ed union leaders realized that the 
time was 
not 
propituous 
for 
a 
strike. It has been rumored that the 
steel operators would have welcomed 
a strike at this time. Figuring that 
under present conditions they would 
be in a strong position to administer 
a smashing defeat to union labor. 
Before returning to Washington 
Green disclosed th at he had read 
lis program over the telephone to 
Frances Perkins, secretary of labor. 
He said that, although she could not 
be quoted, she seemed 
to 
be in 
agreement with the main points ot 
the proposal. 
Union leaders were looking for­ 
ward to their visit to Washington 
n the firm belief 
that 
President 
:Roosevelt would give them a sympa­ 
thetic hearing.

It 
revised the veterans economy act 
and restored pay to federal em­ 
ployes over the veto of the presi­ 
dent. 
Perhaps the greatest victory of 
the president was in halting “sol­ 
diers’ bonus and “greenback” infla­ 
tion legislation.

WAS A MISTAKE MADE? 


Notwithstanding the higl\ motives that inspired the United States 


to declare an embargo on arms shipments to Bolivia and Paraguay, the 
move so far gives little promise of achieving its aim—ending of the war 
between these two countriesv 


At the same time, it threatens to place the United States in the 


position of violating a treaty with Bolivia and of putting the latter at a 
disadvantage in its war with Paraguay. Both points are brought out in 
a protest lodged with the state department by the Bolivian minister, Dr. 
Enrique Finot. 
^ 


The communication explains that the treaty of amity and com- 


merce entered into by the United States and Bolivia in 1858 provides that 
"no prohibition whatsoever shall be imposed upon importation or ex- 
portation of lirticles, products or manufactured goods from the repub- 
lic of Bolivia i>r from the United States that shall not be equally impost 
upon other nations." 


Therefore, it is argued, that as long as other nations are permitted 


to buy war materials in the United States, the latter can not, without 
violating the treaty of 1858, deny the same right to Bolivia. 


The other point emphasized in the protest also is worthy of con- 


sideration. Although the exportation of arms was prohibited alike to 
Bolivia and Paraguay, the effect actually is to place the latter at an im- 
portant advantage in waging the war. This is because "Paraguay enjoys 
the benefits of an international river, which enables her to receive direct- 
ly war supplies, while Bolivia, lacking that benefit, shall be the only one 
to suffer the rigors of the prohibition." 


Not unless other nations established similar embargoes would the 


two warring nations be placed on an equal footing with respect to ob- 
taining arms. At the time the United States acted, there were indica- 
tions that members of the League of Nations would take similar action, 
thus establishing a universal embargo. This has not occurred.

THE DIRIGIBLE'S VALUE 


The navy department will undertake to answer the question con- 


cerning the value of the dirigible as a weapon of war. 
' 


An intensive study of the matter will be made this summer by a 


special committee appointed by the department. Much of the study will 
be based upoii the performances of the Macon in the recent Caribbean 
fleet maneuvers. Its findings and recommendations will be reported to 
the secretary of the navy and to tne president. 


Experts are divided in their views on the question. One group 


holds that the dirigible is too large to be.of practical value in war. Its 
size makes it a good target for enemy guns. Others believe that despite 
the handicap of size, it can be put to important use for observation and 
other purposes. 


The question obviously is one for experts to answer. 
Even a layman, though, can see the need of a final decision be- 


ing reached. Dirigibles are costly. The navy now has no definite air- 
ship policy. It has been and still is experimenting with dirigibles. It is 
time for the value of sucii craft to be determined. They should be made 
a fixed part of the fleet or abandoned. 


It seems probable that sufficient data are available on which to 


base a wise decision. It will be the duty of the special committee to de- 
cide the issue.

The World At A Glance 


"Brain Trusters" to Get Chance 
Both President, Congress to Be Gone 


By LESLIE EICHEL

NEW YORK, June 16.—All the 
people who fear "Brain Trusters" 
will have an opportunity to see 
whether their fears are justified, 
beginning June IB. That is when 
the president plans to depart for 
six weeks—provided congress has 
adjourned. He plans to remain in 
the United States until June 36, 
when he will sail for Hawaii. The 
chances are that congress will ad- 
journ, for the president desires to 
make his trip and the congressmen 
desire to get home to seek re-elec- 
tion. 


The spot that should be worried 
isn't. Wall Street looks ahead with 
increasing confidence to the United 
States and to business. 
Its fears now are transferred to 


overseas—to the collapse of Ger- 
many economically (due to lack of 
trade) and to the rise of trade in 
Oriental countries. 


Worries over the safety of the 
constitution have been left to peo- 
ple in the far byways. 


Those worries of course were 


deftly engendered by Wall Street 
when it believed .its own interest* 
would be too drastically curbed by 
the Roosevelt administration. Wall 
Street met the "crisis" in its usual 
manner—by trying to discredit the 
administration through endeavor- 
ing to prove it "disloyrrt" to the con-

WAS A MISTAKE MADE? 


Notwithstanding the high^ motives that inspired the' United States 


to declare an embargo on arms shipments to Bolivia and Paraguay, the 
move sc far gives little promise of achieving its aim—ending of the war 
between these two countries.^ 


At the same time, it threatens to place the United States in the 


position of violating a treaty with Bolivia and of putting the latter at a 
disadvantage in its war with Paraguay. Both points are brought out in 
a protest lodged,with the state department by the Bolivianjnlnlster, Dr. 
Enrique Finot. 


The communication explains that the treaty of amity and com- 


merce entered into by the United States and Bolivia in 1858 provides that 
"no prohibition whatsoever shall be imposed upon importation or ex- 
portation of articles, products or manufactured goods from the repub- 
lic of Bolivia or from the United States that shall not be equally impost 
upon other nations." 


Therefore, it is argued, that as long as other nations are permitted 


to buy war materials in the United States, the latter can not, without 
violating the treaty of 1&58, deny the same right to Bolivia. 


The other point emphasized in the protest also is worthy of con- 


sideration. Although the exportation of arms was prohibited alike to 
Bolivia and Paraguay, the effect actually is to place the latter at an im- 
portant advantage in waging the war. This is because "Paraguay enjoys 
the benefits of an International river, which enables her to receive direct- 
ly war supplies, while Bolivia, lacking that benefit, shall be the only one 
to suffer the rigors of the prohibition." 


Not unless other nations established similar embargoes would the 


two warring nations be placed on an equal footing with respect to ob- 
taining arms. At the time the United States acted, there were indica- 
tions that members of the League of Nations would take similar action, 
thus establishing a universal embargo. This has not occurred.. 
< 


THE DIRIGIBLE'S VALUE 


The navy department will undertake to answer the question con- 


cerning the value of the dirigible as a weapon of war. 
' 


An intensive study of the matter will be made this summer by a 


special committee appointed by the department. Much of the study will 
be based upon the performances of the Macon in the recent Caribbean 
fleet maneuvers. Its findings and recommendations will be reported to 
the secretary of the navy and to the president. 


Experts are divided in their views on the question. One group 


holds that the dirigible is too large to be. of practical value in war. Its 
size makes it a good target for enemy guns. Others believe that despite 
the handicap of size, it can be put to important use for observation and 
other purposes. 


The question obviously is one for experts to answer. 
Even a layman, though, can see the need of a final decision be- 


ing reached. Dirigibles are costly. The navy now has no definite air- 
ship policy. It has been and still is experimenting with dirigibles. It Is 
time for the value of such craft to be determined. They should be made 
t, fixed part of the fleet or abandoned. 


It seems probable that sufficient data are available on which to 


base a wise decision. It will be the duty of the special committee to de- 
cide the issue. 


MOUSE TRAPS PASSE 


Mouse traps are out as inventions likely to bring fame and for- 


tune, the declaration of Emerson to the contrary notwithstanding, ac- 
cording to the president of the National Inventors' congress which met 
In Omaha last week. 


He suggests that, despite the famous author's declaration that If 


one manufactures a better mouse trap the world will beat a path to his 
door, it would be well for budding inventors to turn their talents to other 
more needed devices such as eggs with flexible shells that won't break 
when dropped, nonskid bathtubs, bedrooms that slide out of the house 
on hot nights; roller shades that ease up gently without falling on one's 
head; washable playing cards, and nonsplash coffee pots. 


One inventor, says the president of the National congress, Is put- 


ting-feet on lamp posts so they'll stay out of the way of pedestrians. So 
those who have a hankering to become famous, make a little money, and 
h»ve an unsightly path across their lawns, are advised to be up-to-date 
and forswear mouse traps.

WAS A MISTAKE MADE? 
Notwithstanding the high motives that inspired the United States 
to declare an embargo on arms shipments to Bolivia and Paraguay, the 
move so far gives little promise of achieving its aim—ending of the war 
between these two countries. 
At the same time, it threatens to place the United States in the 
position of violating a treaty with Bolivia and of putting the latter at a 
disadvantage in its war with Paraguay. Both points are brought out in 
a protest lodged with the state departm ent by the Bolivian minister, Dr. 
Enrique Finot. 
The communication explains that the treaty of amity and com­ 
merce entered into by the United States and Bolivia in 1858 provides th a t 
“no prohibition whatsoever shall be imposed upon importation or ex­ 
portation of articles, products or manufactured goods from the repub­ 
lic of Bolivia or from the United States th at shall not be equally impost 
upon other nations.” 
Therefore, it is argued, that as long as other nations are permitted 
to buy war materials in the United States, the latter can not, without 
violating the treaty of 1858, deny the same right to Bolivia.

Although the exportation of arms was prohibited alike to 
Bolivia and Paraguay, the effect actually is to place the latter at an im­ 
portant advantage in waging the war. This is because “Paraguay enjoys 
the benefits of an international river, which enables her to receive direct­ 
ly war supplies, while Bolivia, lacking that benefit, shall be the only one 
to suffer the rigors of the prohibition.” 
Not unless other nations established similar embargoes would the 
two warring nations be placed on an equal footing with respect to ob­ 
taining arms. At the time the United States acted, there were indica­ 
tions that members of the League of Nations would take similar action, 
thus establishing a universal embargo. This has not occurred. 


THE DIRIGIBLE’S VALUE 
The navy department will undertake to answer the question con­ 
cerning the value of the dirigible as a weapon of war. 
An intensive study of the m atter will be made this summer by a 
special committee appointed by the department. Much of the study will 
be based upon the performances of the Macon in the recent Caribbean 
fleet maneuvers. Its findings and recommendations will be reported to 
the secretary of the navy and to the president. 
Experts are divided in their views on the question. 
One group 
holds that the dirigible is too large to be. of practical value in war. Its 
size makes it a good target for enemy guns. Others believe that despite 
the handicap of size, it can be put to im portant use for observation and 
other purposes. 
The question obviously is one for experts to answer. 
Even a layman, though, can see the need of a final decision be­ 
ing reached. Dirigibles are costly. 
The navy now has no definite air­ 
ship policy. It has been and still is experimenting with dirigibles. It is 
time for the value of such craft to be determined. They should be made 
a fixed part of the fleet or abandoned. 
It seems probable that sufficient data are available on which to 
base a wise decision. It will be the duty of the special committee to de­ 
cide the issue. 


Among persons of this sort there 
is also a tendency to try to present 
what they think would be improve­ 
ments on the directions being given 
to them.

or the surroundings indicate that 
it is not for immediate consumption 
tl -. law appears to have a different 
meaning. The jury was told that in 
arriving at a verdict all the circum- 
stances surrounding the possession 
of liquor must be taken into con- 
sideration. 
The jury reached an 


agreement Friday evening and re- 
ported this morning. 


In the case of George H. Andrews 


charged with operating a motor ve- 
hicle while under the Influence of 
liquor, which tvas tried before Judge 
Hildebrand the jury returned a ver- 
dict of guilty. There were two other 
cases ou the list which it was ex- 
pected to try, but as twelve jurors 
had been excused and twenty four 
were tied up in the above cases, a 
Jury could not be selected and tne 
cases were continued until the Sep- 
tember term.

Stay In Cabinet 


Friend. Think He Should Get 


Out Of Extra Legislature 


Seaiion If Called

Schnader were expected to advise 
-him to retire from G.ov. Oifford Pin- 
chot's cabinet in the event of an- 
other special session of the legisla- 
ture. 
They insist that any session of the 


legislature before 
the November 


election would, figuratively, 
put 
Schnader 'on the spot" in carrying 
on his fall campaign for governor. 


As attorney 
general, 
Schnader 


doubtless would be called upon to 
act as governor Pinchot's diplomatic 


representative with the lawmakers 
and to draff the administration leg- 
islation in the event of another 
special session. 
Schnader himself has given no 


indication of how a special session 
would effect his status as a cabinet 
officer. 
In the past, Democrats have at- 


tacked Schnader for much of his 
work during legislative 
sessions 


Criticism of the operation of the 
liquor stores system has been di- 
rected at Schnader by some Dem- 
ocrats largely because 
his 
office 


drafted the original bill as presented 
to the legislature and conferred in 
the making of amendments. 


Friends of the candidate argue 


that if another session was held 
Schnader'a work as a cabinet offic- 
er would open the way for addi- 
tional attacks. 


Schnader has been attorney gen- 


eral since the last year of the ad- 
ministration of Gov. John S. Fish- 
er. He was a deputy attorney gen- 
eral before that during the first 
Pinchot administration and three 
years of the Fisher term. 
Throughout the second Pinchot ad- 
ministration, Schnader has handled 
the drafting of virtually all admin- 
istration legislation and has guid- 
ed its passage through the legisla- 
ture. He has frequently acted as an 
intermediary between the governor 
and the legislature when they were' 
at loggerheads. 
Schnader's friends were said to 


feel that regardless of what might 
happen during a special session call- 
ed to raise money for relief just 
before an election, the attorney gen- 
eral by his work would provide only 
additional campaign fodder for the 
Democrats in the fall if he remain- 
ed in the cabinet.

On Court House Hill 


County commissioners, who visit- 


ed the New Wilmington-Volant road 
yesterday found the road graded 
and ready for the stone foundation.

First Civil Service Lists For 


State Liquor Stores Are 


Out Of Use 


(International Xows Service) 


HARRISBURO, June 16.—Penn- 


sylvania's first civil service lists, 
compiled for selection 
of 
liquor 


store employes, went into the dis- 
card today and future vacancies in 
the store system will not be filed 
until after new examinations arc 
given. 


No new examinations were plan- 


ned immediately, according to Wil- 
liam A. Sponslcr, 3rd, secretary of 
the liquor control board. 


More than 30,000 persons were j 


ranked on the waiting lists which 
were discarded today, six months 
after the examinations were held. 
About 2,000 others were given jobs. 
The law providing that liquor em- 
ployes be taken from civil service 
rankings provided that civil service 
lists be kept only six months. 


About half of those on. the wait- 


ing lists had taken tests for as- 
signments as truck drivers and as- 
sistants, positions which never were 
created. 


The next series of tests probably 


will be "promotion examinations." 
These will be limited to persons al- 
ready working for the board to 
find the most qualified employe for 
a higher-salaried vacancy or super- 
visory position. This type of ex- 
amination was made necessary by 
the recent department of justice 
ruling that employes could not be 
promoted without taking additional 
examinations.
